George Dixon is still the champion. 

He proved bis right to the title before 8,000 enthu- 
siastic spectators in the Coney Ilaland Athletic Club 
on the night of Sept. 25, when he knocked out Solly 
Smith, as game a pugilist as ever donned the gloves, 
in seven rounds. 

It was a great fight, and the stakes were ‘great, too. 
It was a battle for the “‘Police Gazette” featherweight 
championship belt anda purse of $9,000, $1,000 of 
which went tothe loser. Plenty of money was wa- 
gered on the resu!t. 

The betting was of the liveliest nature. A big dele- 
gation of Chicago sporting men, headed by the Unl- 
mans. the well-knowu bookmakers, had corpulent 
rolls of greenbacks to place on Smith. They were 
quickly accommodated by odds of 2 to 1, as thé know- 
ing ones figured on Dixon to be a sure winner. Jobn 
Humphries of California laid $1,500 to $3,000 with 
Phil Howell, the bookmaker. Humphries taking the 
Smith end. Billy West. the minstrel, bet $1,200 to 
$600 on Dixon. Barney Michaels, the bookmaker, 
madetwo bets of $320 to $200, taking the colored 
lad’s end. Arthur Moore bet $500 to $300 on the 
Boston boy. Joe Ullman, the Chicago bookmaker, bet 
$1,300 to $2,750, the former taking the Smith end. 
E| Noel laid $2,000 to $1,500 on Dixon. Warren 
Lewis placed $100 to $65 on the colored boy, while 
Joe Lewis, Billy Smitif's backer, put $300 to $125 on 
Dixon, W. A. Brady bet $2,500 to $3,000 on Smith 
fora California syndicate, aud Col. Hopkins wagered 
$10U to $75 on Dixon with proprietor Kraus of the 
Imperial Music Hall. Almost every one in some way 
or the other caught the betting fever, and the finger- 
ing of greenbacks became general long before the 
time for the great battle arrived. 

In *: ite of the penetrating rain the crowd was im- 
men-«. The sports came from all directions, and rap- 
idly fi' led the vast amphitheatre to an uncomfortable 
degree. Nearly every one who claims to be a genuine 
sport was there, from Charley Mitchell, Jack Mc- 
Auliffe and the heavy bettors and bookmakers. There

In com- 
menting on Dixon's appearance some thouxht him to 
be the picture of health and vigor, while otbers 
formed the impression that he was overtrained. His 
tace loaked thin, but confident, while O Rourke bore 
an expression of serenity that was bard to beat. 
D.xon's weight was said tu be N5%4 pounds, and the 
boy's admirers proclaimed bim to be in the very piuk 
of condition. 

“If Lwin this fight.” said he, “I will take on Plim- 
mer toa finish, as I understand he thinks he cau de- 
feat me.”’ 

While Dixon bad the bulk of sympathy from the 
crowd, Solly Swith, the lithe little California wonder, 
was not without admirers. His great hitting powers 
and Champion Corbet’’s endorsement of bis skill con- 
viyced many that he would be the’ pugilist to lower 
Dixon's colors at last. \“hev heentered the buildiug 
he was cheered frautical'y, but he never for an in- 
stant showed how he feltabout the matter. He was 
solemn asa judge, though cool as a cucumber. He 
weighed close to 117 pounds, and was pronounced by 
his trainers fit to. fight for his life. 

Owing to Mick Dunn's illness, Jim Burge, the Iron 
man, was substituted to meet Fred Morris, Madden's 
Cyclone. Tuey were to fight ten rounds at catch- 
weight for a purse of $600, of which the loser would 
receive $100. Burge’s seconds were Steve O'Donnell, 
Hugb Napier and Jack Jones, all of Australia. Morris 
was bandled by Billy Madden, Dan McGinnis, and 
Prof, Mixey. P. J. Donohue was the referee and Bob 
Stoll thetimer. Fred Burns was the master of cere- 
monies, ‘They entered the ring at 9:25 o’clock and 
shook hands ten minutes Jater. 

hKounp.1—Morria was a head taller than Burge. 
They pounded wind for a moment, when Morris 
planted an upper cut on the Iron Man’s jaw. Then 
he swung hie left on the neck, Burge retreating to the 
ropes. Asharp exchange of atraight punches was 
fullowed by Burge getting home a facer that made the 
crowd wild with joy. Then they sparred until the 
gone rang. 

Rounpr 2— Morris landed along left onthe j:wand 
jumped away. He then hammered the “Iron Man” 
on the neck with his right and upper-cut him with

his left. Burge didn’t wince, however, and ‘sent his 
left straight on the colored man’s throat. Burge 
ducked cleverly from two heavy swings for the jaw, 
aud showed bimeelf to be quick on his feet. Morris’ 
louger reach began to tell as the round ended. 

RKounD 3—Burge placed a Lot left on the neck, and 
got two straight lefts on the face in return. They 
were not fighting bard enough to suit the crowd, who 
yelled, “Take ‘em off,” repeatedly. Still the meu kept 
at it.and with a little more vigor, perhaps. Both 
swung strongly aud missed. Morris got bis long left 
on the nose, aud Burge came back with a stagvering 
one ontheear. Morris had done the most leadiug up 
to this point. 

Rounv 4—More wind sparring and heavy swings by 
{poth weu, without leading. Morris landed a great 
rizht on the nose, but Burge ouly suiffed the air, and 
-keptright uptothe mark. Morris got his manina 
corner and wissed a tremendous upper-cut. Then be 
put two lefts on Burge’s face, and the latter respond- 
ed witha swing with his left that just grazed the jaw. 

RounpD 5—Morris caught Burge on the jaw with a 
right, aud theu rushed him to the ropes. Jim shoul- 
dered him high inutheair, Then they kept away from 
each other a moment, and then fought fiercely all 
over the ring. Morris tried to rush Burge. but the 
latter let himself outin a way that put the crowd ina 
wild state of insanity. Burge got home some telling 
blows on the neck and jaw iu spite of Morris’ heavy 
puuching. 

Rounp 6—Burue forced the issue at once and knocked 
Morris’ head back with a smash on the chin. Morris 
led fur the neck, but Burge soaked him on the jaw 
with hisright. Noamount of punishment seemed to 
affect the “Iron Man,” whose stock was rapidly rising. 
Morris made Burge's nose bleed with a long right- 
Wand swing, but Jim was at him immediately and 
punched him right and left onthe mouth. Honors 
thus far were about even, 

Rounpb 7—Loth men came up cautiously. They got 
in strong lefts, »nd Burge smashed the black man on 
the wind with terrible force. Morris paid no attention 
to the bleediny, and Burge took his medicine like a 
man. Morris rushedin with a great right. Burge 
ducked, and his opponent spun round likea top. They 
quieted down during the last minute of the round, 

bota& being rather tired. 

Rounp 8—Buree feinted with his right, but Morris 
skipped away. They exchanged swings, and Morris 
fell against the ropes. It was then blow for blow on 
the neck and jaw, while the cheers were deafening. 
Morris paid his respects to Jima red nose, but the Iron 
Man did not seem tocare. Just before the bell rang 
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toward the ropes. Morris wasafter him like a mad 
bull, but before he could do any damage time was 
called, 

Rounp 9—The men opened with a clinch. Then 
Morris coutented himself with poking his left on 
Jim's nose without wetting a return, altoough Burge 
ewung at bim again aud again. Burge then came

closer aud smashed his left on the point of the jaw, 
but the black man just shook his head ard uriuned, 

RounpD 10—They shook bands cordially. Morris 
rushed avd fought nis wan all over the ring, He 
finally kuocked Burge ‘down with a bard left on the 
jaw. Burge was up iu a second und sailedin gamely. 
He hit Morris twice on the mouth, aud doiged a 
wicked right for the chin. They exchanged heavy 
swings, but a knockout was out of the question. 

Morris got the decision, but Burge was truly re- 
garded to be Iron Man. Burge was dissatisfied, and 
said be did the best he could in taking on the bout at 
such short notice. 

Io a very short time after the preliminary fight had 

been decided Gorge Dixon came through the ropes to 
do battle with Solly Smith for a purse of $9,000, 
of which the loser would receive $1,000. Jotun B. 
Eckhardt was the referee. Dixon's secouds were Tom 
O'Rourke, George Godfrey, and Jack Havliu, with 
Mike Bradley astimer. S>lly Smith wasinthe hands 
of Billy Delaney, Corbett’s trainer, Seward Smith, of 
Los Angeles, the boxer’s brother, and Jick Oliver of 
New York, with Frank Stevenson as timekeeper. 
_ Smith was not long behind his opponent in getting 
intothe ring. He was greeted witha salvo of cheers. 
They were ready to put up their hands at 9:30 o'clock 
amid the wildest kind of excitement. Every coruer of 
the buge club bouse was now filled, and there were 
fully 8,000 persous present when the men shook 
bands. ‘They were matched to fight twenty rounds or 
mvre at 118 pounds. As Smith sat in his corver he 
looked a trifie pale, but not afraid. Dixon sat coolly 
chewing a pivce of gum and chatting cheerily with 
friends. 

The seconds of both men were most careful in per- 
fecting details, so that when the fray bezan neither 
man had avything to complain of. Dixon wore a 
white breechcloth and fighting shoes. He looked a 
vit thin. Smitu was attired ina blue breechcloth and 
fighting shoes, and looked as bard us nails. 

Rounp 1—Smith rushed intoa half-arm clinch and 
punched Dixou on the wind. He rushed again, but 
Dixon dodued. Then they clinched. Dixon swung 
his left, but Smith ducked and put his right heavily 
Another clinch, and Dixon aimed 
his right for the neck, but didn’t land. Smith upper- 
cut George in the chin, and Dixon then knocked Solly 
down with a heavy right on the throat. Smith was up 
in a second andrushed furiously. He landed a right 
on the wind, and then they clinched, Smith’s show- 
ing was an agreeable surprise to his backers, 

RounD 2—Smithb rushed ‘and punched Dixon on the 
mouth. Then he forced the colored lad into the cor- 
ner and punched him inthe ribs with his left. They 
exchanged right-banders on the wind, and Dixon shot 
bia left across on Solly’s ear. The colored boy now 
assumed the offensive and rushed. He placed his 
right on the wind and Smith came back with a wicked 
left on the jaw. Dixon now commenced to fight likea 
tiger. Herushed ant swung both hands on the wind 
and jaw, and finally knocked Smith to his knees. Solly 
was dazed, but he got up again, and the bell rung just 
as D.xon rushed. 

RouspD 3—Dixon now went for the wind with his 
left. They clinched and Smith began to swing wildly. 
Dixon soon knocked Smith down with a reat left on 
the neck. Solly made an attempt to rise, but went

down again for six seconds. Then he got up, but 
Dixon smashed him on the jaw with his piston-like 
left, and then the Californian went down again for 
some seconds.

RounD 6—Aiter some light sparring and feinting 
Dixou rushed, and Smith met bim with a vicious facer 
on the no-e. Dixon tried for the wind, but Smith ran 
away. Then George got in two bot left-banders on 
the neck, and then they clinched; then they sparred 
fora momeut, aud Dixon punched Solly on the ear. 
Dixon's nose aud mouth were both bleeding, while 
Swith didn’t show avy marks. 

RounD 7—After light sparring Smith’caucht George 
ov the jaw with hie left. Dixon rushed, but his man 
was away likeaflash. They sparred with caution, and 
Dixon missed a vicious right-hand swing for the neck. 
Then George rushed and smashed Solly on the jaw 
with a wreat right-hander. Smith fell close to the 
ropes, dazed. 

He staguered to his feet, only to be beaten down 
again. Smith got up inside of the ten-second limit, 
but Dixon, cool and grinning, ran close to him, and 
knocked the Californian’s head to one side witha right 
hander, and then smashed him on the point of the jaw 
witb his left. Smith fell flat on his face and rolled 
over on the dusty boards, 

Referee Eckhardt counted off the seconds, and as he 
utt: red the word ten Smith madea brave attempt to 
rise, only to reel hike a drunken man anid fall again on 
hie face. Dixon was declared the wiuuer and was 
cheered. Time of the round 2 minutes 42 seconds. 

Just as the principals were doffing their citizen:> 
clothes Smith was placed under arrest by a sheriff of 
Roby, Ind,, for engaging in a fizbt with Jonnny 
Griffin, which took place before the defunct Colum- 
bian Athletic Club. The sleriff refused to yive his 
name. 

Before getting to his man he had some difficulty 
with several of the officers, who are usually placéd at 
the dressing room doors in the rear of the big xrena 
to prevent outsiders from bothering the pugilists. 
The officers were notaware of the sheriff's identity, 
but when be displayed his shield he was adwitted, 

The sheriff ad made all preparations to capture 
Smith, and exhibited requisition papers. He then 
placed the Californian under arrest. At Judge New- 
ton’s suggestion he allowed Smith to have his liberty

under the promise that Newton would be responsi- 
ble for hia appearance when wanted.

The amourse and the romantic death of th: Arch- 
duke Rudolph, Crown Prince of Austria, are r-called 
by a suit for absolute divorce recently institu.ed in 
the Supreme Court, this city. 

‘The plaintiff is Edward Eliason, general agent for 
the Germania Life Insurance Company, having au 
office at No. 45 Kilby atreet, Boston, and the defen- 
dant is Annie Eliason, who formerly used the name of 
Aunie Brown. The latter, it is said, was at one time 
the mistress of Prince Rudolph, prior to his fatal al- 
liance with the Countess Marie V . Lawyer 
Douglas A. Levien, Jr., ia counsel for the plaintift. 

Mr. Eliason when a patron of a restaurant at No. 
59 East Fourth street, this city, in 1889, noticed a 
brunette lady, young, handsome and richly dressed, 
who took ber meals there. He made her acquaintance 
and learned from her that she was an actress and 
mandolin soloist. She said she and a Miss Freda 
Blanco were going on a tour with a Spanish concert 
company. Mr. Eliason, in detailing bis story, goes on 
to state that he proposed to her that she give up 
the tour and allow him to furnish a flat for ber. She 
declined, but he persisted until, on Dec. 9, 1889, she 
proposed that he marry her, even if under an assumed 
name. She biushingly accounted for her request by 
saying that she had had some trouble 
with her parents in Hamburg because 
of an unfortunate liaison there, and was 
anxious to make peace with them. [f, 
ashe said, she could show them a mar- 
riage certificate asa voucher fora wood 
life here, they would be reconciled, And, 
she explained, « marriave under ap as- 
sumed pame would not be binding. He 
consented at last, and the next day went 
with herto Rev. Dr. Francie J. Schnei- 
der, at 109 Secoud avenue, and they 
were warried. He gave his name as John 
Brown and she gave hers as Auna M. 
Rode, her true name. Eliason swears 
that be beHeved the ceremony a farce 
and not levally binding. 

Then he thouwht that at least he had a 
bride de convenience. But she, lauxzhing 
jumped into a cab as s00n as the cere- 
mony was completed, drove to Hoboken 
boarded a Hamburg steamer there and 
sailed for her home in Germany on the 
following morning. From that time un- 
til October, 1890. Eliason heard nothing 
‘f her. In the interim he inherited 
some 40,000 or 60,000 francs from his 
mother. The young woman heard of 
this, and she embarked for New York, 
and arriving here consulted ex-Senator 
George F. Langbein as to her right to 
participate in her deserted husband's 
estate. He advised her that for several 
reasons she had no legal status as his 
wife. 

This decided her. She sought her bus- 
band in his usual haunts. When the 
found him she expressed contrition for 
her erratic course and promised to act 
as a faithful and loving wife. They 
went to housekeeving at No. 220 East 
Fifty-seventh atreet, subsequently re- 
moviny to 22% E:st Fifty-seventh street. 
Her devotion lasted not more than six 
weeks, when, longing for freedom, she 
insisted upon visiting resorts alone, 
drinking champagne and receiving wale 
visitors at the flat while Eliason was not 
at home. Indead, so the plaintiff alleges, 
ahe not infrequently locked bim out 
nights while she entertained other com- 
panions in his place, One night she 
made him sleep on a sofa where his rest 
was disturbed by the laughter of his 
wifeanud a male companion in the ad- 
joining chamber. Eliason alleges that 
she broke her marriage vows with a nan pamed Mar- 
tenstein, with a bookkeeper named Otto Gruber, em- 
ployed in a well-known shipping firm, and with Walter 
Dombrowsky, a wealthy manufacturer in Brooklyn. 

Gruber, who is well known among amateur athletes 
asa wood boxer, said that the statement concerning 
himself was untrue, and told how he would punish 
Eliason if he should meet him. 

The incident 6f sleeping on the sofa was too much 
for Ehhason, and when morning dawned he took his 
trunke and left bis home. Subsequently he discovered 
that some legal documents reliting to his claim on his 
mother’s estate had been abstracted. He had his wife 
arrested, but Judge Ryan, in the Yorkville Police 
Court, dismissed the case, saying thata wife conldn’t 
steal from her husband. Then the wife had her inn- 
ing and procured her husband's arrest for abandon- 
ment and non-support, and he was ordered to pay her 
$8 per week, 

E tison thought it was time to inquire into his wife's 
history. He claims to have discovered that she was 
the daugiiter of a reapectable merchantin Hambure 
Nhe had been willful from the aveof 15, and had been 
involved in several scandals. When she was 16 ashe 
eloped with an officer in the German army, and bore 
bimachild. In 1887, while ona visit to Vienna, she 
met and captivated the Archduke Rudolph. 

She deserted the ofticer for the Prince, with whom 
ahe lived untila short time before his end. Her par- 
enta had cast her off, and she came to this country. 
Eliagon allezes that she was criminally intimate with 
several persous, not named, in this country, and also 
with several persons on the Hamburg steamer Rugia, 
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when she finally left this country iu February, 1892. |

tain a share in his inheritance. 

Iv a letter to Eliasun, dated Hamburg, May 11, 1893. 
she acknowledges that she took the papers from his 
trunk and placed them in the hands of her lawyer in 
Hamburg. 

Lawyer Levien says also, that he is in possession of 
some startling and sensational detaile of the woman's 
career, which be will make public if she defends the 
suit fer divorce 

Robert Beyreuth, a restaurant keeper in Bayridge, 
states that Eliason is bringing the suit for divorce in 
order to be free to marry a wealthy widow in Boston. 

Judge Ingraham granted an order to serve notice 
upon Mrs. Eliason by publication.

SHOT DOWN BY SOLDIERS. 
[SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION. ] 

Seven men lie dead and fully twenty are wounded 
as the result of the events of the most exciting day in 
Roanoke, Va.’s, brief history. Mra, Henry Bishop, the 
wife of a well-to-do Bourtourt County farmer. came 
to town the other day with a load of produce. She 
sold a box of grapes to a negro for Miss Hicks, and 
followed him to the house to get her money. She 
was taken to the basement of a tenement about a 
block away and only a short distance from the heart 
of the city. 

As soon as she entered the room the negro drewa 
razor and demanded her money or her life. She wave 
up her pocketbook aud pleaded for mercy. Aa the 


negro took it she knocked the razor from his band. 



























Then hechoked herand beat her head with a brick, 
leaving her for dead. She regained consciousness 
and crawled back tothe market, where she told her 
story. 

The news spread like wildfire, and aroused the in- 
dizvation of every man who beard it. Detective Bald- 
win mounted and pursued the perpetrator of the 
crime. The negro when arrested in the suburbs of 
the city gave his naweas Robert Smith, and his firat 
words before anything was said to him were “I never 
hitthe woman.” Baldwin was met by mob as he re- 
turned through the streets with his prisoner, but his 
steady nerve and revolver saved the negro. After he 
bad been identified Baldwin dashed to the jail, and in 
the face of several hundred men placed the prisoner 
safely behind the bars before they kuew what bad 
happened. 

Crowds wathered rapidly and there were open 
threats of lynching. Mayor Trout aod Common 
wealth’s Attorney Hardaway addressed the mob aud 
the people dispersed. A few lingered, however, anda 
close watch was kept upon the jail. 

In the afternoon the crowds increased, and at 5 
o'clock the Roanoke Light Infantry was called out. A 
squad of men cleared the equare ina few minutes, 
making two arrests. With nightfall the crowds in- 
creasad, and by 8 o'clock several thousand men were 
in the vicinity of the jail. The approach of 200 or 300 
of the neighbors of the maltreated womau was the 
signal for an outbreak. 

With a mad yell the mob rushed over the lines and 
beat back the few sentinels that stood guard. 

The Mayor and the policemen retired to the front 
room of the jail used as the police court, and the 
military were drawn up. half a square from the jail. 
The mob rushed on. 

There was a sound of heavy blows on the doors 
rocks crashed through the windows, shots were ex- 
changed by the police and mob, and the asssilauts

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were abont to carry the jail when asound of riflee 
raDg out upon the air, and wen fell dead aud wound- 
ed. Round after round followed, aud in a few mo- 
luents the street was clear. 

The shooting was begun by the mob and the Mayor 
was slot in the foot. Ihe militia were then ordered to 
returu the fire,and a volley from about twenty-five 
rifles was poured into the mob. Seven men were killed 
by this fire and twenty more wounded, some of them 
fatally. 

During the excitement caused by the volley. the ne- 
“ro was taken from the jail by an efficer and secreted. 
The dead and wounded were removed to a drug store 
aud to the offices of near-by physicians. The wilitia 
were then dispersed and left the scene as quietly as 
possible. 

The negro, Smith, was lynched by the mob early the 
next morning. They hanged him toa tree, riddled his 
body witb bullets and then cremated it. 

Mayor Trout and several police officials bave been 
suspended pending au investigation, and the Mayor 
and Capt. Bird, the commander of the militia com- 
pany, bave fled the town to escape the tury of those 
who believe that the killing of the people in front of 
the jail was unwarranted. 

Deceived by theapparent quiet, Serzt. Griffin and 
Officers Austin and Eakin endeavored about 3 A. M. to 
return Smith to the jail, Near the corner of Commerce 
street and Franklin road twelve or fifteen men sprang 
from the weeds in a vacant lot and demanded the 
prisoner. The officers, realizing that there was no 
hope of effective resistance. turned the prisoner over 

to the men, who, giving the policemen a 
hint to také avother direction, then bur- 
ried Swith up Franklin road aud into 
Mountain avenue. 

D V. Reed, who resides at the corner 
of Franklin road and Mountain avenue, 
8aw &auroup of twelve men come up the 
avenue, followed by halfa dozen others 
dragging the negro. When immediately 
beneath the electric light lamp the negro 
shouted, “Ob, Lord, have mercy upon 
me!” His captors dragged him a few 
steps further to a hickory tree, where 
they adjusted a noose about bis neck and 
swung him toa limb. A volley and a few 
straggliug shots were fired into the body 
as it hung there. 

The shooting soon attracted an im- 
mense crowd, which was momentarily 
swelled until by dayligbt it seemed as 
though the entire city had poured out to 
see the spectacle. The limp body swung 
to and fro, with the shirt front dabbled 
with blood and bearing on the back a 
card with the inscription: ‘* Mayor 
Trout's friend,” and lower down avother 
inscribed: ‘‘Do notcut him down, By 
order of Judge Lynch.” ‘To the coat tail 
wis pinned acopy of the Times containing 
an account of the attack upon the jail. 

Relic hunters struggled for small pieces 
ot the rope or fragments of the coat until 
the upper portion of the body was almost 
devoid of clothing. 

The body was ordered to be taken in 
charge by the city, but before this could 
be done a small party of men rushed 
forward and cut down the body.

A. C. Campbell appeared upon the scene 
and finally succeeded in dissuading 
them. The body still lay in the cart, and 
at the suggestion of some one in the 
crowd they took it over to the edge of 
the river to burn it. 

The place selected was between the 
narrow-gauge railroad and the river. just 
beyond the narrow-gauge bridge. Fences 
were torn down, siore boxes were broken 
up and a few trees felled to make a 
funeral pile. Ou it the negro’s body was 
laid, cedar boughs were tiirown over the 
body and on the whole, two gallons of 
coal oil were poured. A match was then 
applied and the whole masse war imme- 
diately ablaze. Soon after«ir.is most 
of the crowd dispersed, but all the 
morning mer, avd some times an occa- 
sional womb, were seen going towards 
the place of burning. Exch sce ned to 
bave a desire to contribute son 6 hig 
to the blaze by throwing a twig or « hip 
on it. By noon all that rem ined of 
Smith’s body wasa few ashes and here 
and there a bone. The fire was still 
burning fiercely. and those standing 
around said that it should burn till there was not a 
vestiue left, ‘ 

Swith’s sister, a girl of fifteen, was one of the spec- 
tators of the burning. 

Mayor Trout bas not been seen since he left the 
Porice De Leon Hotel the night of the slanghter in a 
curriage to vo home. His whereabouts are unknuowp 
except to his most intimate friends. 

Capt. Joun Bird also has disappeared. He bas not 
been seen since his company left the jail, just after 
the riot. None of the soldiers of the company has 
been seen since, and their whereabouts are unknown. 
[t is kuown that Capt. Bird has left the State and, it is 
said, asserted on the streets that he will never return. 

The indignation was great, but the people did not 
seem to realize what had bappened until the next 
morving. Then they wereina frenzy,and there was 
the gravest apprehension among the peace-loving. 
Threats were made that the mayor and the militia 
ninst suffer or the town would be burned. 

While public sentiment is divided, the majority of 
the people think that the officers of the law mizht, by 
the exercise of prudence, have averted bloodshed.

On Sept. 16. at Chicago, Aiix won the ninth and deciding heat 
in the Columbian Exposition Free-for-All stakes at Washington 
Vark, trotting the mile in 2:00%. This performance makes the 
Kenosha mare the winner of the most remarkab‘e race in trot- 
ting turf hlastory—the winner of the fastest heat ever trotted in 
a race, 2:07, and the winner of the fastest ninth heat ever 
trotted. 

Allx's victory was an agreeable surprise to the spectators, 
many of whom thought the drivers of other horses were com- 
bined to defeat her. Such asuspicion was well founded, but If 
there was collusion to encompass the mare's defeat it proved 
useless, tor her speed and stamina were anfficient to defeat the 
next beat horse in the race—Pixiley.

HE ARRIVAL OF MITCHELL 


England’s Champion is Here to 
Fight Sullivan’s Conqueror. 


NEW ORLEANS HIS_ CHOICE, 


(SUBJECT OF ILLUSTRATION.) 


Charley Mitchell, who has come to America to fight Jim Cor- 
bett for the championship of the world, arrived on Sept. 20, on 
the Teutenic. He was accompanied by Jack McAuliffe, the 
light-weight champion of the world and the holder of the 
“Police Gazette” championship belt. 

While the Teutonic floated on the piscid waters of New York 
Kay, off Quarantine, Staten Island, Mitchell and McAuliffe 
were drinking champagne with several newspaper men whi 
had boarded from the doctors’ boat. Shortly after the Revenue 
cutter hove along side, having on board Jerry Mahoney, Mc- 
Aullffe’s backer; Dave O'Connor, the well-known bookmaker; 
John Hayes, John L Stroud, J. E Rouse, the manager of the 
Pouick GazeTTe, and Wm. E Harding, sporting editor of the 
POLIcK Gazette. Wine was opsned and both Mitchell and 
McAuliffe drank a toast to Richard K. Fox, in which the party 
joined. Accompanying Mitchell was Hugh Darrin, the famous 
English runner, whom Mitchell brought over to train him for 
his battle with Corbese. 

On the Teutonic arriving at the dock a tremendous crowd 
greeted the pugiiist. Jack Scott headed the Sparta Athletic 
Ciub In fll uniform. There were alse present Billy Madden, 
Gus Tuthill, Jimmy Adams, Joe Pendergast, George Young an: 
a big delegation from Jersey City and Brooklyn. Warren Lewis 
and John Laresy headed a delezation of Eighth avenue sports 
from the Alhambra to mect McAuliffe, nccording to Richard K 
Fox's instructions from Paris by cable, to give the American 
champicn, McAuliffe, and Mitchell, a royal welcome. Carriages 
were engaged and the pugilists with the Sparta Club delegation 
drove to the POLICE GAZETTE office. 

Crowds followed, yelling and cheering, and when Franklin 
Square was reached over 1.000 spectators surrounded the bulld 
ing. In the PoLicy GazxTTK office McAuliffe, Mitchell and the 
Sparta Club were wined, and again tonsts were drank to Rich- 
ard K. Fox and the PoLick Gacetre. 

In an interview Mitchell said: 

“Tam ready to fight Corbett as soon as it has been decided 
where we shail meet. Iain here on business and I mean busi- 
ness, Itisfightthat Iwant. This matter has become a per- 
sonal one and I am ready to fight Corbett for the $10 000 that is 
now up. if no more is offered. What can be faire: than that? 

“I do not propose, however, to allow Corbett or anyone else 
to dictate to me. I donot seo why I should. If he tries any 
high-handed business I fear he will get sadly lef. I am ready 
and willing to meet him, but he must act fair and square. 
Brady, whe is connected with him, I do not and shall not recog- 
nize. Why should 1? 

“Who recognizes him as a sporting man, anyway? He isa 
theatrical manager and nething more, From what I have seen 
of Corbett I do not think he needs any one to talk for him. Let 
him speak for himself, as Iam willing to do on my side.” 

“Where do you propose to fight ?” 

“Tam willing to fight anywhere, bunt ifthere is auy preference 
I should prefer to fight before the Crescent City Club, of New 


Orleans. I suppose that fichting there is out of the question, 
however, as I understood that the club had become insel- 
vent” 


Mitchell was informed the Crescent City Club was a thing of 
the past. 

‘Then I will fight Corbett in the O smpic Club, New Orleans,” 
he sald. 

*Did you sign 
Ind.?"” 

“Yes, Idid sign artic'-s to fight there. I received articles 
offering & $45,000 purse, white training at Brighton, and signed 
them. Corbett had previously signed to fight there. I was as- 
tounded when he flanked out of his agreement and switched to 
Coney Isiand O'Malley is unknown to me, but that is no 
reason why I should not fight before his club 

“I want to say right here that the Coney Island Athletic Club 
people have not treated me square. Evidently all they thonght 
was necessary to bind a match was to secure the signature of 
Corbett. In England it always takes two to make a match and 
I can't see why it should differ here. I did not receive articles 
of agreement from the Coney Island Club offering « forty thous- 
and dollar purse until five weeks ago. I did not sign them 
and have not signed them yet. When they are ready to treat 
Me squarely and fairly, why, then something may be done. 

“Now the first man to conflict with the original agreement to 
fight at New Orleans was Corbett. The articles to fight at the 
Columbian Athletic Cinb House were sent to me at Brighton. 1 
went up from London and signed them. The purse, as you 
know, was $45,000. Ido not know Presidont O'Malley, never 
saw him, but I want to ssy thia right here: If Corbert says he 
won't fight anywhere except at Coney Island, I won't fight at 
all.’ 

Mitchell soon went on, in answer to a question: ‘Fully three 
weeks after I received) the Columbian offer, or about five weeks 
ago, I got the articles which Corbett hal signed et Coney Island 
for a $49,000 purse. [ havo not signed them, nor will I.” It is 
a fact that there was a good deal of delay in sending the Coney 
Island papers to Mitchell. 

“When [ left here last March I had signed to fight Corhert at 
the only recognized club in the United States which was able 
to pull off a fight. My signature was givon with the under- 
standing that the purse should be as large as any other club 
would offer. Tuiis understanding was made by me, contingent 
upon Corbett nttaching his signature.” 

When Mitcheil was asked his final decision abont Coney Isl- 
and, he said: ‘'O'). well. I suppose I will fight by the sea if that 
is the only available place.” 

Jack McAuliffe refused to say much about his future plans. 
He sxya he had @ fine time while away, and had nothing to do 
with Mitchell's signing articles to fight Corbett at the Colam- 
bian Athletic Club.

The manager of the strong men ordered the police 
to put me ont. I picked up my money. and with a policeman on 
each side of me, quietly walked out of the house, followed by 
over half the audience who were loudly cheering me and de- 
nouncing the two self-styled strong men. ‘ 

I was approached by a reporter on the New York Herald, who 
invited me to the officesf his paper. I went with him, accom- 
ranged by several of the enthusiastic spectators, and I deposited 
with the Herald $200, and they published a challenge in my be- 
haif to all of the strong men of the world to a contest in 
heavy-weight lifting for $2000 « side. Well, Mr. Montgomery 
went to the « fice of the Herald with an acceptance to my ciial- 
lenge, which he had already prepared and asked to be published 
Well, It was net pubiisied, for the reason that the money to 
eover my forfeit did not ccecompany their reply, and therefore, 
the two columns were confided to the waste buekét. 

You may call me a champion, or whatever you dike, but F will 
any this much for myself. There have been twu contests iy this 
country within the last four years, gotten up by the great, anil 
liberal promoter of square sports, Richard K. Fox, of the Pdrice 
GAZETTE to test the strength of all of the st®eong men oi. this 
decade, and to ascertain in, a fair and most liberal way,{who 
is really the strong man of the world. ‘ 

The first contest was to lift a dumbbell or an tron weight &ith 
the hands alone that weighed 1.630 pounds, and the one heno 
succeeded in raising it the highest from the floor, te receive ey 
trophy valned at $600. I won by lifting the weight fonr inbhes 
from the floor, and being the only man out of one hunilred 
who competed, who could lift it at all. ' 

The next contest was a 1.200 pound weig!.t, known ag the 
"Police Gagette” championship dumbbell, which was to be pre- 
sented by Mr. Fox, together with a belt valued at $500, te the 
man whe could litt it the most number of times. Well, I won 
again, being the only man able to lift the weight; lifting it twice 
in Oup mninute, This contest was especially gotten up by Richard 
K. Fexeon account of the fact that Engene Sandowe and Mr 
Charies Snyder, who styles himself Sampson. were tn New York 
atthe time. They both tried to lift the weight by sneaking In 
the « fice of the PoLICK GAZETTE under cover, and finding that
